Marriage Ban 


Decree Violates 
Accord 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 14 (UP) — 
Pope Pius XI today protested di- 
reetly to King Victor Emmanuel 
and Premier Mussolini that the con- 
cordat between the Holy See and 
the Italian government, recognizing 
the spiritual and temporal power of 
the Vatican, has been violated by 
Italy’s new Nagi-like racial laws. 

The Osservatore Romano, official 
Vatican organ, published the protest | 
and said the Pontiff “felt with heavy | 
pain that it was his duty to present 
remonstrances. .. .” 

The protest discussed at length | 


“non-Aryans” or foreigners, even if 
non-Jewish. This decree was pro- 
mulgated several weeks ago, but 
significantly the papal protest oc- 


flared at the Berlin end of the Ber- 
lin-Rome axis. 

Discussing the marriage phases 
of Italy's racial laws aimed against 
Jews, the Osservatore said Musso- 
unis government obligated itself | 
under the accord to recognize mar- | 
riages celebrated by the church. 

“It is a solemn obligation, an ac- 
cepted, recognized and studied ob- 
ligation,” Osservatore said. “Today 
instead Italy breaks unilaterally 
that which was the object of a 
bilateral pact.” 

“The wound inflicted on the con- 
cordat is undeniable,” Osservatore 
said. “It is all the more painful in

Spy Woman's 
Story Breaks 


Down on Stand 


She Concealed Close-

Friends: 

Tonight we are celebrating 
twenty-one years of the great so- 
cialist revolution, on that one- 
sixth of the earth—the Soviet 


Union. 

The peopies of the Soviet Re- 
publics, demonstrating the swift- 
est and most profound progress 
in economy and culture ever wit- 
nessed in history, march forward 
to complete their classless social- 
ist society. The rest of the 
world, where capitalism still rules, 
lives in the nightmare of crisis, 
one-fourth of the world already 
plunged into the bloody chaos of 
the new imperialist war, all the 
rest in feverish fear. 

The fascist brigands of the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokio axis are rush- 
ing the capitalist world toward 
destruction. The ruling circles of 
the British and French bour- 
geoisie, abandoning all pretence 
of resistance, entered into an 
alliance with fascism in the in- 
famous Munich Pact. In the 
United States, the reactionary 
camp whose spokesman is Herbert 
Hoover has joined hands with the 
Munich gang. 

Among all the nations of the 
world, only the Soviet Union 
stood firm and unwavering in 
the midst of chaos, confusion and 
disintegration of the capitalist 
world. It alone stood firmly by 
its pledges and obligations on the 
side of world order and peace. 
And, within the other nations, 
only the Communist Parties, 
steeled in the teachings of Lenin 
and Stalin, stood in monolithic 
Opposition to the betrayal of 
Munich, while all others wavered, 
split, surrendered or even went 
over to the fascist side. 

It is against this world back- 
ground that the Soviet Union, on 
its twenty -first anniversary, 
stands out in heroic grandeur. It 
is in this setting that we in the 
United States should study the 
lessons of the land of Socialism, 
for the better solution of our own 


most pressing problems.

The Munich Pact was treach- 
erous betrayal of the Republic of 
Czechoslovakia. But it was also 
far nore than that. It opened 
the flood-gates of reaction over 
Europe. It placed the fascist 
noose around the neck of the 
French people. It strengthened 
the arrogant Japanese aggression 
in the Far East. It threatens new 
blows against the heroic Spanish 
people. It restored the shaking 
power of Hitler and Mussolini 
over their own enslaved peoples. 
It delivered a shattering blow at 
the remaining fabric of world 
peace. It threatens the encircle- 
ment of the United States, while 
it works to undermine our re- 
maining democracy from within. 

The Munich betrayal was pre- 
sented to the world as a great 
achievement of peace. But the 
unanswerable stamp of falsehood 
was engraved upon this unpre- 
cedented cynicism by the imme- 
diate decision of all governenmts 
to multiply their armaments as 
the first consequence of Munich.

It 
is intolerable that such whole- 
sale offense against human de- 
cency can be perpetrated, any- 
where. Human dignity cannot 
exist anywhere in the world, in 
face of these crimes, except 
through unequivocal and em- 
phatic condemnation expressed 
not only in words but also in 
deeds. 

Those horrible events now go- 
ing on in Nazi Germany are but 
a part of the fruits of the Munich 
Pact. 

Every person who falls to raise 
his voice in condemnation of 
these crimes today, is by that fact 
a partner in crime with Hitler.
